Early beloved, we are gathered 

together here in the fight of 
God, and in the face of this congre- 
gation, to join together this man and 
this woman in holy Matrimony;

verſation coupled with fear. Whoſe 
adorning, let it not be that outward 
adorning of plaiting the hair, and of 
wearing of gold, or of putting on of 
apparel; but let it be the hidden man 
of the heart, in that which is not cor- 
ruptible; even the ornament of a 
meek and quiet ſpirit, which is in the 
ſight of God of great price.
